Luther might 
have been a lawyer, had his friend and com- 
panion escaped the thuuder storm at Erfurt. 

Scotland had wanted her stern reformer, 
if the appeal of the preacher had not startled 
him in the chapel of St. Andrew's Castle. 

And if Mr. Grenville had not carried, in 
1764, his memorable resolution as to the ex- 
pediency of charging "certain stamp duties" 
on the plantations in America, the Western 
world might still have bowed to the British 
sceptre. Cowley might never have been a poet 
if he had not found the " Faery Queen " in his 
mother's parlor. Opie might have perished in 
obscurity if he had not looked over the 
shoulder of his young companion, Mark Otes, 
while he was drawing a butterfly. Giotto, one 
of the early Florentine painters, might have 
continued a rude shepherd boy if a sheep 
drawn by him upon a stone had not attracted 
the notice of Cimabue as he went that way.

Charles Wesley refuses to go with 
his wealthy namesake to Ireland, and the in- 
heritance which would have been his, goes to 
build up the fortunes of a Wellesley, instead 
of a Wesley ; and to this decision of a school- 
boy (as Mr. Senthey observes) Methodism may 
owe its existence, and England its military

The permanent things in a room should 
jarry the ornament. The best ornament the 
chairs and sofas can have is good upholstery 
aud a look of comfort. But a cabinet against 
the wall may be as ornate as you please, if it is 
not more ornate than what it contains. It is 
ridiculous to see a gorgeous built cupboard, 
vith glass doors and covered all over with 
rortoise shell and ormolu, yet only containing 
Bohemian glass, Swiss cottages, and the lean- 
ing tower of Pisa in alabaster. 

For decorative purposes, modern prints 
;ire the best where there is plenty of wall 
space, and ancient, being smaller, where there 
i< little. As prints do not 6uffer by being ex- 
posed to the light, but are injured by being 
rubbed together in portfolios, it seems strange 
that engravings are not more often seen hung 
upon the walls. A Melencholia by Diirer, or a 
Burgomaster six by Rembrandt, is eminently 
decorative. It gives a room an air which some 
of the best modern pictures would fail to im- 
part. 

Piano cases have come to the front with 
another patent. Along all the edges of the 
back are bearing surfaces for the sounding 
board, and the frame has in one corner a tri- 
angular part with its inner surface flush with 
the bearing surfaces for the sounding board, 
the object being to promote the making of 
full, 6trong, and rich tones on the instrument. 

A-n exhibition of the pictures rejected by 
the Salon jury, has been given in Paris. There 
were 500 exhibitors and 1,000 pictures, and 
every one of the exhibitors had one picture on 
the line. The other 500 were forced to be con- 
tent with less desirable positions. The entire 
collection was shown in the Triteries barracks, 
until recently used for the government offices. 

It is said that an inch hole bored into a 
gate post and then filled with salt, and the hole 
tightly pinned, will preserve the post for a 
great number of years.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 



Some extremely handsome cabinets, inlaid 
with brass and mother of pearl, are in th< 
market, the shelves and interior furnishing 
being of maple and satin, amaranth and tulip. 
At this time the full beauty of rare woods it- 
being brought to the front. Elaborate carved 
borders in mahogany are given to. central 
bronze panels of raised work. A favoriti 
combination is a secretaire with cabinet. Wt 
find reproduced choice articles of furniture ol 
Louis Quinze and Seize, which adorned the 
Tuileries and other French palaces, and wen 
scattered to the winds during the French revo- 
lution. These include tables in rosewood and 
other choice lignites, with antique carved 
borders, and supports mounted by winged 
griffins. Many examples have a ground of 
white enamel, lined off and picked out with 
gold, the upholstery being in cut velour oj 
blue satin. Among novelties to be noted an 
wide oaken borders of hall mirrors, covered 
with flat ornamental tracery in cut steel. The 
contrast between the sheen of the steel and tht 
grain of the oak is very effective. Backs oJ 
antique chairs and settees show some very fint 
carving. 

Mosaics, as a choice form of decoration, 
are being fairly patronised on the way of inser- 
tion in wall spaces and sides of fire places. 
They might be made available for the orna- 
mental roofing of porticoes, seeing that the> 
are unaffected by the weather.. _ Italians an 
wholly employed by our decorators in the 
fabrication, and some exceedingly good work 
is being turned out, ordinarily, however, with- 
out any perspective in the design, but witl. 
groups well balanced, proportions well ob- 
served, and colors fresh. Thousands of minute 
pieces of glass and other 6tones will enter into 
a composition. There is an indefinable charm 
about the work when well executed. The 
object of the mosaicist is not to produce the 
illusions of painting, but to group solid color* 
in glass, marble, and other stones with a sofl 
subdued effect that appeals to the imagina- 
tion. Being embedded in the surface to whicL 
it is applied it may be said to share in construe 
tive design. The known labor involved in it* 
production adds to its attractiveness. "~~ 



The woodwork of halls should be painted 
throughout in two plain colors, with the mold- 
ings strengthened In darker tone, and the 
whole varnished. If the mullions and framing 
of the door be done in dark shade, let us say 
of chocolate or brown, the panels might be 
lighter in tone, with stencil decoration of 
flowers, birds or fruit in a darker shade. 

To igmore the advantages of modern plate 
glass in ordinary windows where light and out- 
look are desired, is simply ridiculous ; bul 
there is no reason why the upper portions oi 
the windows may not have figure or flowei 
designs of leaded glass, panelled or framed 
into smaller white leaded panes. 

A new folding 1 table has hinged legs con- 
nected in pairs by cross bars and held in place 
by spring pressed brackets, so the legs will be 
held both folded and unfolded, for conveni- 
ence in storage and tran formation, and when 
opened for use the table will be firm. 

A door fastener which has the merit of 
being so constructed as to be carried about in 
the pocket and fixed at will, is made. It can 
be attached to the door frame and has all the 
firmness and protection of a bolt. 

Ultramarine colored wall paper when iL 
contact with the alum in the paste, gives ofl 
sulphuretted hydrogen— which is unhealthy. 

Marble mosaic tiles or slabs may be used 
with good effect on the walls of the outer hall. 

Iron candlesticks are much in favor for 
parlor mantels. 

The height of rooms is an important 
factor in its healthy qualities. 

Leather portieres are not uncommon.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 



Contrast may be helpful or hurtful. No 
positive rule can be given ; but in general 
those colors in the contrast diagram which are 
less than one-fifth of the circle apart weaken 
each the other, those more than one-fourth of 
the circle apart strengthen each the other, so 
that they seem to glow with greater fullness of 
color. Thus red with blue gives a good com- 
bination, with ultramarine a poor one, and 
with violet a bad one. 

Carmine and orange, yellow and yellowish 
green, orange and straw yellow, are other 
samples of bad contrast. They are not tones 
of one color, and they are too much alike not 
to have injurious relations. 

Emerald green and bluish green are apt to 
produce harsh effects in any but the most 
skillful combinations. They are too difficult 
as bright colors for any but the very best 
ability in the use of color to manage in even 
moderate quantity. 

Cold colors alone without warm ones (i. e., 
colors from yellow to purple) give poor com- 
binations ; nearly all persons fond of color like 
it warm. Finally, colors may be inharmonious 
because they are too bright, and therefore too 
harsh. 

Color, above all things, must be restful 
and to be sought after by the eye rather than 
obtrusive to the eye. This restfulness is best 
produced by low, dull colors if contrasted, or a 
harmony of likeness and unity between 
brighter colors. Hardness, coldness, and un- 
likeness such as produced by two great in- 
equality in brightness must be avoided. 
Brilliant colors should be used with thoughts 
of flowers, of their pure transparent tones, and 
especially of their infinite little surfaces when 
compared with the great seas of low color. 

The simplest harmony is that of tones of 
one color, it gives a unity and kinship to all 
and everything inclosed. It has been pointed 
out that when the yellow varnish has been re- 
moved from old pictures, the colors below 
often shine out into discords ; they were mel- 
lowed into unity by the yellow tones of the 
oily atmosphere above them. This harmony 
of common tone in colors corresponds to the 
effects of dispersed light in binding together 
the many separate things and hues of the 
natural world. 

On high mountains where the thin air does 
uot intercept and break the direct rays of sun- 
light as does the lower air, the heavy shadows 
and powerful contrasts bring out the separate- 
ne68 of things. 

The mild effect of dispersed light softens 
shadows and tones contrasts. A common tone 
in colors exerts a similar blending influence. — 
BoLirvting. 

A small parlor should be carpeted ; when 
we 6ay carpeted we mean not an immovable 
carpet, nailed down on the edges, which seeme 
to us an abomination that collects dust, and is 
only to be tolerated when the floor is too bad. 
We mean a rug that shall cover the floor, but 
may be taken up and shaken on occasion, even 
a rug made of carpet in breadth ; uot neces- 
sarily a large woven rug which is handsome 
but more expensive. 

A cabinet is usually a handsome piece of 
parlor furniture, and its drawers and doors and 
open shelves are full uf interest. The wood 
of which it is made should of course match the 
other woodwork, and a prettily embroidered 
hanging here and there will give a look of 
brightness. 

The drawing-room should be the room of 
all others in which good taste, both in decora- 
tion and furniture, should be everywhere ap- 
parent. 

In a drawing-room a dado is not, as a 
rule, desirable, but this will, of course, depend 
on the character and design of the furniture 
and proportion of the room.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 

How to cool a room. . The followiDg 
method of cooling a room could be used to 
advantage. at email expense: The composing 
room of the New Orleans Picayune is situated 
in the upper story of its publication house, 
just under the roof, and in summer is extreme- 
ly hot. An inspiration seemed to have come 
to one of the oppressed occupants, and in 
accordance with it a vertical wooden box was 
constructed in the corner of the room, with 
openings at the floor and ceiling, and furnished 
with a pipe for supplying water at the top, 
and a pan and drain at the bottom for receiving 
the flow, and carrying it safely away. . The 
?upply pipe was bent over the upper end of the 
shaft, and fitted with a rose like that of a 
watering pot, so as to deliver a shower of 
■«pray instead of a solid stream. On connect- 
.ng it with the serviee pipe the movement of 
the water was fouhd > to cause an active circula- 
tion of the air in that part of the room, which 
vas drawn in at the'upper "opening of the shaft 
and issued again, cool and fresh, at the floor 
level. The most Surprising thing about the 
experiment seems to have 'been!: the effect of 
the water in cooling the air to a degree much 
below its own temperature.- With Mississippi 
water, which when drawn from the service pipe 
indicated a temperature ef eighty-four degrees, 
the air of the room, in which the thermometer 
at the beginning of the trial stood at ninety-six 
was cooled in passing through the length of 
the shaft to seventy-four degrees, or about 
twenty degrees below the temperature at 
♦vhich it entered, and ten degrees below that 
of the water which was used to cool it. Of 
course the absorption of- heat by the evapora- 
tion of a portion of the water, accounts for its 
refrigerating effect, but the result seems to 
have been so easily and inexpensively attained 
that the experiment would be well worth 
repeating in other cases.^-i^mer and Mattel-. 

For furniture covering:, the material 
known as "reps" should be avoided by those 
who like beauty and durability. It fades badly, 
besides being of harsh ungrateful nature. 
Raw silk is an excellent material, and there are 
many woolen and other stuffs. The soft pretty 
cretonnes of endless tints and styles are charm- 
ing for a cottage parlor and also for a city one 
that may be treated as such. . The curtains 
should be of the same material, while a carpet 
of plain brown felt with a bordering of green, 
and a mantel cover of some brown material, 
embroidered with roses and leaves, would 
make a cheerful room. 

In sittingvrooms it is usual to have net 
curtains in summer, and to use some woolen 
material in the winter. Sometimes the "rep " 
and the" net bang together. Net "curtains with 
large patterns of faris7flowers, trees, and other 
pictures orTthem are extremely ugly as a rule. 
The material has ; ifo relation to the picture, 
which "iaHtn imperfect one at best, and the 
forms are often exceeding ungraceful. The 
prettiest lace curtains are covered with a single 
diaper or spot, such as a cross or a fleur-de-lis, 
but too often the border is of a different 
character from the main pattern, and both are, 
in consequense, spoilt. 

A fan attachment is made which may be 
suspended over a dining-table, in a parlor, 
bedroom, or any other place where it may be 
desirable. It is worked by a treadle attached 
to a lever and the fans are violently agitated 
with the very least effort. It is an excellent 
addition to a summer house. 

French architects have frequent oppor- 
tunities to compete for money prizes.

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A very remarkable exhibition of im- 
perishable painting in marble has just been 
opened at the Piccadilly Hall. Dr. George 
Hand-Smith, an American chemist, who has 
been working for many years at physics, has- 
made the most remarkable discovery thai 
certain pigments can be made to penetrate 
extremely dense substances, such as marblt 
and ivory. The penetration is the result ol 
molecular influences, and is not due to chemi 
cal action, nor, strictly speaking, to heat. Dr. 
Hand-Smith's discovery is likely to be of great 
importance to art, more especially in its 
decorative departments, and in the interior of 
cathedrals and churches its application is 
likely to be exteusive. Michael Angelo called 
mosaics "painting for eternity," but this new 
method of painting will have all the perman- 
ence of the tesselated work without its me- 
chanical drawbacks, and a freedom of style 
will be possible which the "tessera " scarcely 
permitted. It is indeed somewhat alarming 
that in point of fact any artist, whatever his 
powers may be, will be able, after a little tech- 
nical instruction in the management of colors, 
to paint a picture which will last forever. Dr. 
Hand-Smith claims for his discovery that the 
color penetrates so far that it might even be 
cut through after the manner of a veneer, and 
one or more replicas at once produced in this 
way. The surface of the marble can either be 
left rough, or it can be polished. 

In conversation with a jeweler the other 
day I learned that the fashion in wedding 
presents among the truly tony is changing, and 
the demand is now for rare novelties in beaten 
brass and copper, parlor ornaments and clocks, 
and antique silverware modeled after aucieut 
patterns and oxidized. Of course it takes a 
good deal of modern silver (or paper) to buy 
this, 'as witness the price of £27 for a dozcu 
after-dinner Japanese coffee spoons, no two 
alike, but the purchaser is pretty sure there 
will be no duplicate of this choice gift. These 
table wares are called Delhi, Cluny, Fontaine- 
bleau, Medici and Hamburg in relevancy to 
antiquities they imitate. One of these wares 
is so heavy with ornate raised work that the 
repeated lifting of a spoon to the mouth would 
become quite a gymnastic practice. Mirrors 
with frames of finely wrought Norway iron 
and parlor ornaments of the same, as well as 
trays of embossed copper, are among other 
novelties. " We frequently sell over £1,000 
worth of goods on the occasion of a fashion- 
able wedding," said the dealer, "and have sold 
over £300 worth to one purchaser."— Home- 
stead. 

Paper mats are prett3', inexpensive, and 
not molested by moths. Take two sheets of 
tissue paper of contrasting color, cut each 
sheet across where it is folded ; cut each of 
these pieces in two, making eight pieces in all. 
Fold each piece across the longest way four 
times, making it eight double and an inch or 
more in width, according to the size of the 
paper. Place four of the pieces, alternate 
colors, and weave the other four across them, 
the woven part to be in the centre of the 
strips. Fasten the braid, or woven part, with 
a needle and thread ; then cut the ends into 
fine strips, the finer the strips the prettier the 
fringe. After cutting the fringe, lay the mat 
on a table, take a damp cloth (merely damp\ 
over your hand and rub the fringe round and 
round, and then rub it round between your 
hands. This makes it crinkle up. Paste a 
still paper under the mat. Dust may be re- 
moved by shaking them without damaging the 
mat. 

Let the chairs in our parlor be first strong 
and well made, and let them also be comfort- 
able and graceful. It is possible to combine 
all these qualities in a single article of furni- 
ture. Let the upholstering be of the best- 
good springs, good work, good under covers, 
and such outside covering as will in color har- 
monize with the general tone of the room, and 
will be comfortable to the touch. We all have 
childish memories of sliding off of high and 
much-stuifed black and somber hair cloth 
chairs. 

Coaching parasols and umbrellas to use 
in the rain are made of smooth taffeta silk, 
that are not injured by sun or rain, and are.

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Making artificial ivory. The Chroniquc 
Indiustridle gives the following description of a 
new process for making artificial ivory from 
the bones of sheep and goats and the waste of 
white skins, such as kid, deer, etc. The bones 
are macerated for ten or fifteen hours in a solu- 
tion of chloride of lime, and afterward washed 
in clean water and allowed to dry. Then they 
are put with all the scraps of hide, etc., into a 
specially constructed boiler, dissolved by steam 
so as to form a fluid mass, to which is added 
2 1-2 per cent, of alum. 

The foam is skimmed off as it rises, until 
the mass is clear and transparent. Any con- 
venient coloring is then added, and while the 
mass is still warm it is strained through a cloth 
of appropriate coarseness and received in a 
cooler, and allowed to cool until it has acquired 
a certain consistency, so that it can be spread 
out on the canvas without passing through it. 
It is dried on frames in the air, and forms 
sheets of convenient thickness. It is then 
necessary to harden it, which is accomplished 
by keeping it for eight or ten hours in an alum 
bath that has been used before. 

The quantity of alum necessary for this 
operation amounts to 50 per cent, by weight of 
the gelatine sheets. When they have acquired 
sufficient hardness, they are washed in cold 
water and let dry on frames, as at first. 

The material works more easily and takes 
as fine a polish as real ivory. 

Is there any living being who has not 
suffered from the exasperating presence of a 
pillow sham ? 

There is no inanimate object on earth that 
can make itself so universally obnoxious as one 
of these starched, stiffened and stupendous 
frauds. 

If it isn't pinned up it slides down and 
exposes a pillow case with a hole in it, and if 
it is pinned up, it tears when you take it off 
and leaves the pin to run into one's cheek after 
he retires. 

It slides down just when you don't want it 
to, and persists in remaining up when all 
efforts are exhausted in trying to get it down. 
It's an excuse for extortions from the washer- 
woman, and gives the deep and subtle house 
wife valuable aid in increasing her pocket 
money by frequent requisitions upon the 
household purse for " washing one set of 
shams." 

From a moral point the sham is an un- 
worthy accessory to the furniture ; it is decep- 
tive, it pretends to a substance it does not 
possess, and palms itself off upon innocent 
children and verdant countrymen as a substan- 
tial pillow of weight and consequence, when 
the merest breeze will disturb its ruffles and 
send it spluttering and crackling upon the 
floor on to the only spot of dirt in the room. 

These few faults are only a fraction of those 
possessed by this unnatural monster, but we 
cannot dwell upon a subject so harrowing in 
its remembrances. 

An interesting piece of furniture is about 
to be presented to the British Museum. This 
is nothing less than a bronze Egyptian chair 
almost in its entirety, which was discovered in 
Egypt quite lately. It came into the posses- 
sion of a wealthy English amateur, a member 
of the Society of Antiquaries, who has had the 
generosity to present his remarkable acquisi- 
tion to the national collection. The particular 
kind of chair is, we believe, almost, if not 
entirely, unique. Its date is that of the Roman 
influence over Egypt, and its exact time is, 
possibly, that of Antony himself, the " Triple 
Pillar of the World." Who knows but that 
this very chair may have been used at that gor- 
geous revel which Athenieus describes when 
Antony and Cleopatra feasted, and the floor of 
the room in which the Triumvir and the " Ser- 
pent of Old Nile" banquetted was piled more 
than a cubit deep with roses. — Furniture 
Gazette, London.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 



A novelty in Brussels Moresque carpets. 
The weaving of gold and silver hued thread.- 
into Brussels, for the purpose of supplying 
lustrous scintillations to the ribbed web is o 
decidedly new application, of which the firm 
of Sylvester, Hilton & Co., are the exclusive 
introducers and successors. The radiant effect 
produced, is suggestive of the charming use ol 
gold and silver threads in the high lights ol 
much of the choicest antique tapestry. Pre- 
viously to weaving, the metallic threads are 
twisted with two differently colored woolen 
threads, the yarn thus presenting a mottled 
appearance. Old gold yarn appears to share 
the heightening lustre of the kindred metallic 
color, whilst the wavy light of the sparkling 
silver sheen imparts a noticeable vivacity to 
any pattern. The corruscations of the metallic 
loops appear and reappear, as touches of 
brilliancy continually shifting on the field of 
color with every change in the position of the 
beholder or of the angle of vision. Choice 
characteristics are thus imparted to design. 
The golden hue tones up dark carpets and 
softens and more completely harmonizes 
brilliant hues. The treatment which is neither 
gaudy nor meretricious, is particularly appro- 
priate to elaborate Moresque patterns with 
their geometric and fanciful shapes and con- 
ventionalized natural types, designed to give 
the eye no fixed resting place, but tempting it 
to range over the whole surface. Any pattern 
in which these threads are inwoven is im- 
proved. The beauty of the enrichment is in- 
creased under artificial light, but even in 
daylight the effect is very much like that which 
might be supposed to arise from the scattering 
of diamond dust. 

"Window decoration. It must have oc- 
curred to many that very beautiful window 
decoration might be produced, if we could 
transfer chromo-lithographs, such as. those in 
illustrated journals, to glass. The difficulty 
lies in the fact that many of these are printed 
at the back with ordinary letter-press. Fur- 
ther, the paper transferred that covers the 
color must be rendered nearly transparent. 
This is the way in which such a thing might be 
done : Coat the paper thinly with a clear 
mucilage of gum arabic, spread it out evenly 
on the glass plate, and let it dry. The paper 
may then be pared down with the greatest 
facility by means of a glove maker's knife, a 
piece of thin flexible steel, three inches wide 
by five inches in length. At one end a handle 
is usually affixed, the other end being ground 
to a very fine edge. It is used somewhat after 
the manner of a plane, the plate being pressed 
down nearly level with the paper, and the edge 
of the blade presented somewhat obliquely to 
the stroke so as to cut smoothly. To make 
the paper translucent saturate it with good 
castor oil and cover the cack with a second 
glass plate. — Stationer and Printer. 

"Wood is now "metalized" in such a man- 
ner as to acquire the appearance of a mirror, 
becoming also hard and strong. It is first 
immersed in a bath of caustic alkaline ley, re- 
maining for two or three days, according to 
the degree of permeability of the wood, at a 
temperature of 167° to 194° F. From this bath 
the wood passes to another of hydrosulphate of 
calcium, to which is added, after twenty-four 
or thirty-six hours, a concentrated solution of 
sulphur. Here it remains for some forty-eight 
hours at a temperature of 95° to 122° F., and, 
finally, for from thirty to fifty hours the wood 
is immersed in a solution of acetate of lead at 
the same temperature. Thus treated, the 
timber is allowed to dry, when \l is said to be 
susceptible, after burnishing, of a high polish 
or metallic luster, especially if rubbed with 
lead, tin, or zinc plates and a glass or porcelain 
burnisher. 

White globes are no longer used on 
chandeliers, but have been replaced by col- 
ored.

H5NTS AND NOTIONS. 



Laundry gloss. Various recipes have 
been given for imparting a fine gloss to linen. 
Gum arabic, white wax, spermaceti, etc., have 
all been highly recommended, and are, no 
doubt, useful to a certain extent, but the great 
secret seems to lie in the quality of the iron 
used and the skill of the laundress. If the iron 
is hard, close grained, and finely polished, the 
work will be much easier. Laundresses always 
have a favorite smoothing iron with which they 
do most of their work, and many of them have 
the front edge of the iron rounded so that great 
pressure can be brought to bear on a very 
small spot instead of being spread over a space 
the size of the whole face of the iron. If 
smoothing irons have become rough and rusty 
it will pay to send them to a grinder to have 
them not only ground but buffed. The greatest 
care should be taken not to allow them to gel 
spotted with rust, and they should never bi 
" brightened" with coarse sand, ashes, emery, 
etc. If it is necessary to polish them, rul» 
them on a board, or preferably a piece of 
leather charged with the h'nest flour of emery, 
obtained by washing, or better still, jeweller's- 
rouge. 

The action of sunlight on colorless and 
colored glass— both that which is polished and 
that which is rough — is so marked as to have 
received lately the special attention of chem- 
ists. Very perceptible changes have been 
observed— that is, from colorless to yellow, and 
from light yellow, green, or blue, to the darker 
or mellow shades of these colors— and speci- 
mens of coffee-colored glass are instanced 
which, in the space of only five years, had 
materially changed to rose and amber colors. 
It is thought that the rich, mellow tones so 
much admired in the old and richly-stained 
cathedral windows is due to the action of the 
sunlight in a long succession of years in toning 
down what were most probably comparatively 
bright or harsh colors originally— the action, it 
is supposed, may be a photo- chemical one. 
Investigations made in this line show, among 
other practical results, that manganese should 
be employed in glass to be used for lighthouse 
purposes; white glass, containing even as 
small as 5 per cent., exhibits no change. 

Useful hints. To clean decanters: Cut 
strips of coarse brown paper, and put a good 
many of them into the decauter to be cleaned, 
with cold water. Tea leaves and potato par- 
ings can also be used in the same way, but 
nothing gives such brilliancy to the glass as 
brown paper. Lamp wicks : If these are soaked 
in vinegar before putting in a lamp it will 
prevent the chimney becoming blackened by 
the flame'. To clean a frying pan : This utensil 
can be kept bright and clean by rubbing it well 
with a piece of brown paper whilst it is over 
the fire. Nothing cleans a flat iron so well as 
rubbing it on a piece of brown paper. 

Carpet beating, we are aware, is forbidden 
iu public thoroughfares ; but it should, in any 
form, be prohibited within a reasonable dis- 
tance of dwelling houses ; and for those who 
cannot afford to pay the small sum required to 
have their carpels and mats properly cleaned, 
the authorities should set aside some open 
spac* 1 , to which on stated days and at certain 
hours persons might bring their carpets and 
have them beaten, without causing annoyance 
or danger to themselves or neighbors.— 
lAincet. 

To make parchment transparent. Soak 
a thin skin of parchment in a strong ley of 
wood ashes, often wringing it out till it be- 
comes transparent ; then strain it on a frame, 
and let dry. This will be much improved if, 
after it is dry, you give it a coat on both sides 
of clear mastic varnish, diluted with spirits of 
turpentine. 

A dust pan is one of the very few things 
that one would imagine to be impossible to 
cover by a patent. Yet such a thing has oc- 
curred aud the improvement seems to be a 
desirable one. It consists in so shaping the 
pan as to reach the dust lying in the angles of 
the room. 

Brooms wet in- boiling suds once a week 
will become strong, and at the same time be 
kept from tearing the carpet. 

An entire floor of one or several rooms, 
carpeted entirely alike, gives the rooms the 
appearance of greater size.
